There are some who may fancy this 
movement to be one organized in the 
cause of woman's suffrage This 1 
decidedly is not, said Mi BKdwards, 
43 many prominent women in the 
council are strongly opposed to 
suffrage, while others favor it That 
is a matter of individual opinion 
The aim and scope of the couneil 1s 
to influence legisiation in the benetit 
of women and children for their pro- 
tection and for the better education 
of children 

Mrs. Edwards made a strong plea 
for each woman in her audience to re- 
alize that this work is one with a 
call upon every tMtelligent woman 
It makes less demand upon woman's 
time than any other: public work, the 
meetings taking place only cccasion- 
ally, but it has a strong moral iorce 
ik the community when called out to 
meet any special oceasion that arises 
She then urged each woman to feel 
an active interest in the work, not to 
snitt the responsibility of her work 
upon her neighbor's shoulders, but to 
look into her own life and, however 
busy it might be, to see if some mat- 
ter of lesser importance could not be 
dropped,

Testament,’ said = Mi McDonald, 
“there is none who stands out so con- 
apiouousty as Daniel His manly 
quialities pace him before us as one 
of the best possible types to thoose as 
a model, Robert Browning's ‘He 
turned not batk but marched breast 
forward,’ is very applicable to him, 
The life of Daniel reminds me of an 
ocean liner, whieh is big enough and 
trong enough to make her way to 
port in spite of the worst elements, 
Some of you have seen an ocean liner 
leaving port, and under the admira- 
tion you have for her immense and 
gracetul lines, you are apt to overlook 
the possible dangers aliead, the hours 
ot agony she may spend fighting the 
Wind, storm and other natural ele. 
ments, There are records ot the fine 
ships that have gone down, but there 
no records’ of the fine lives that 
have been lost im the storm of life. 
Because I am speaking to men, who 
have temptations, I hold before you 
this manly man. You can see a won- 
derful piece of statuary, and uncon 
sciously you, brace yourseli, stiffen 
your shouldérs and feel uplifted, In 
the presence of thie noble character 
the same thing is possible, Here we 
have genuineness of the lip and heart,
